party, and no negro leader was more 
masterful and imperious. 

But in the course of time Turner gave 
up politics in disgust. His ambitious 
plans for himself and his race failed so 
utterly that he changed his policy en- 
tirely. Believing that there is no future 
for the blacks in this country, he has 
for years past advocated a general 
exoaus to Africa, and he still hopes that 
the government will aid the movemen:. 

And this is the wind-up of the powerful 
Llack leader, who, a ‘generation ago, 
icoked forward to negro domination in 
the south, and worked for it with so 
much cnergy that every demcratic paper 
in Georgia held him up as an enemy. 

Now, he has the best wishes of all. 
Time has softened him and made him 
a wiser man.

Ready for Business.

Plant Will Be Located Four Miles 
from Hockmart, Where Another 
Big Plant Is Being Erected. 

To Develop Water 
Power. 


W. E. Dorwin, of Chicago, president 
of the Georgia Portland Cement Com- 
pany, is in the city prepared to push 
the construction of the big cement plant 
which the company proposes to build at 
Devitte, about four miles from Rock- 
mart. 

It was first intended to construct the 
plant at Cartersville, but this plan was 
abandoned owing to the fact that satis- 
factory arrangements could not be made 
with the railroads as to rates. Mr. Dor- 
win tried to get a contract with tho 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
but as satisfactory terms could 
not be made, it was decided to 
construct the plant on the Cast 
and West railroad which is con- 
trolled by the Seaboard, at a _ point 


about sixteen miles from Cartersville, | 
and closer to the beds of shale which 
will be used in making the product. 

The new plant will be capitalized at $1,- 
500,000. It is wholly separate and dls- 
tinct from the milllon-dollar cement 
plant which is now being erected ait 
Rockmart. The plans for the plant have 
been prepared and are now in Presiden* 
Dorwin's possession. 

Mr. Dorwin said yesterday that the 
erection of the plant would be begun 
within less than a month, and that the 
Officials expected to be ready to begin 
operations within eight months after 
that time. The plant will turn out 1,000 
barrels of Portland cement a day, though 
the capacity will be somewhat more ex- 
tensive than that.

MOUNTAIN CROP: 


TOTAL FAILURE 


Noh Georgia Peaches All 
Killed This Year 


Buds Were Saturated with Water 
When Freeze Came, and Few 
Lived—Whitfield Orchards 
Will Bear Practically 
No Fruit. 


— 


Dalton, February 22.—(Special.)}— 
In the leading growers the 
Peach crop in north Georgia, certainly 
that of Whitfield county, will be almost 
a total failure this year. 

During the early days of last week it 
Was believed that the damage to the 
crop would not exceed 50 per cent, but 
later investigations reveal the fact that 
nearly all the buds are killed. Growers 
now say that 5 per cent is a liberal esti- 
mate to put on the crop that will be pro- 
duced. 

W. F. Summerour, one of the leading

opinion of 


| peach growers of this section, in discuss- 


ing the matter today, said: 

“IT made an examination of my fruit 
last Tuesday, and at that time I thought 
there was a probability of % per cent 
to 50 per cent of the buds living, but on 
Wednesday and Thursday the thermom- 
eter was down to 12, and since my re- 
turn from Macon I have made a thor- 
ough examination of all of my orchards 
at Dalton, and I do not find a single liv- 
ing bud. Everything is dead, both the 
Elbertas and Carmans. These are the 
only two varieties that are bearing at 
this place. 

“Other growers here have told me to- 
day the same thing. I do not know the 
extent of the damage in my Gordon 
county orchards, or the Adairsville dis- 
trict, but am fearful that they are in 
the same condition. We had thirty-six 
hours of rain up to Monday night, and it 
began to freeze in about half an hour 
after the rain ceased, the buds being very 
wet. I think this caused the damage. 
The peach crop is a total failure in this 
part of north Georgia.” 

Colonel A. J. Showalter, of The North 
Georgia Citizen, who is also extensively 
interested in the peach industry, takes 
a gloomy view of the situation. He said: 

“The peach crop in this section is un- 
doubtedly al! killed. I have just been 
through my orchard and there are not 
9 per cent of the fruit buds alive. There 
will be no peaches in Whitfield county 
and few north of Atlanta this year. This 
is not cheerful news, but it Is the fact 
in the case.”’

In-that ye have forsaken the command- 
ments of the Lord and hast followed 
Baalam. Now,”’ continued Elijah, “the 
time has come when this question of 
your God and my God must be tested. 
I make you this challenge: Send out 
and bring in all your prophets, more 
than eight hundred in number, and let 
them plle some pieces of wood together 
and put a dressed bullock on it and 
put no fire under !t. Then I will fix 
me one in the same way. Then we 
will call on the name of our gods, re- 
Spectively, and the god that answers by 
fire, let Him be God.” What a wonder- 
ful challenge this was! How it tested 
Blijah’s faith. Skeptics may deny the 
supérnatural, but there is no question 
about Elijah’s belief in the God of mir- 
acies. I had rather take my stand any 
day with old Elijah than the self-consti- 
tuted seers of higher criticism. 

The challenge was immediately accept- 
ed. Jezebel’s cight hundred prophets 
Seemed equally anxious for the test. So 
thé arrangements were completed. First, 
Jezebel’'s prophets called an Baal, say- 
ing, “Oh, Baal, hear us.’ But there was 
no voice and no answer. They then 
leaped up and down at th® altar and 
cried for help, but no help came, Then, 
after they had carried on this prayer for 
a half day, Elijah mocked them. He 
said: “Call louder; maybe your God fé 
asleep, or gone off on a journey. or a bit 
deaf; call louder.”’ Then they cried louder 
and louder and cut themselves with 
Knives and lancets. But still no fire came. 
Now it came Elijah’s time. He called 
the people together. . Then he took twelve 
Stones, representing the number of the 
tribes of the sons of Jacob. With these 
Stones he built an altar and made a 
trench around it. He then poured twelve 
barrels of water upon the wood and the 
altar until it filled the trenches and ran 
all about the altar. Such faith! He was 
anxious to preclude any hint at natural 
causes. How different from God's people 
today. We are always hunting for just 
any old explanation of divine phenom- 
ena, 

When everything was ready, then Ell- 
jah prayed his prayer: “‘Hear me, O 
Lord, hear me, that this people may 
know that Thou art the Lord God, and 
that Thou hast turned their heart back 
again.’’ What a simple prayer: but it 
£0t the ear of Jehovah and the fire camé6 
down and consumed the sacrifice and the 
altar, even the stones, and licked up 
the water in the trenches. Then the 
prophets of Jezebel said, ‘“he Lord He 
is God.”” What a victory this was. There 
is nothine like it in the history of the 
world. It not only showed up the God 
Of Israel, but it brought the long looked 
for rain to the land eursed with drought. 

Fuel to the Flames. 


But even this did not convert Jezebe) 
and Ahab. It often happens that the se- 
verest test from God fails to touch re- 
bellious hearts. Some years ago two 
men were seated in a park In the city 
of Denver, ‘ney saw some church peo- 
Pie going home rrom service. This start- 
ed them to talking about religion. “One 
of them remarked that he did not belleve 
in the existence of God, and proposed a 
test. He went out a little way and, bar- 
ing his breast, said, “If there be a God 
let Him send lightning and strike mv 
dead.’ This he repeated three times, 
and just as he was finishing his blas- 
Phemous demand God heard him, and 
turned his great electric dynamo on him 
and Knocked his life out. There was not 
a cloud in the sky. God simply answerea 
a fool according to his folly. Yet it is 
Said the impression soon died away and 
the city went right on in gin. 

It was so with Jezebel. She was so 
Steeped in sin that she heard not the 
warning from God, but rather went ahead 
adding fuel to the fire. A man by the 
name of Naboth, a plous old Israelite, 
owned a vineyard next to Ahab, which 
Ahab wanted very much. So he made a 
proposition to Naboth to purchase it. 
Naboth, however, determined not to sell. 
This enraged Ahab and he went to bed 
and refused to eat. What a ridiculous. 
picture—a great king sulking like a 2- 
year-old baby. He was not naturally 
such a baby. It was not because he had 
given up. He did what many a married 
man has done. He wanted sympathy. 
He wanted his wife to pet him a bil: and 
most of all to help him out. Have we 
not all seen men like him? Perhaps we 
would not have’ to go very far to find 
one. We get in the dumps and sulk and 
play off just to get wife's sympathy and 
aid. It is not as effective every t!ime 
as it was in this case. ] have heard of 
a strong woman whose little ‘‘hubblie”’ 
Z0t on a pout one day and said he was 
going to Jump In the well. His wife sald, 
“Well, if you will do ft, be sure you go 
head foremost.’’ Of course, he did not do 
it; but Instead he let himself down by 
rope. “Now,” said she, “you pulled your- 
self down; stay there until you pull your- 
self up.’’ She did him right. Nothing ts 
so nauseating as to see a whining little 
“hubuie.”’ Jezebel, however, was equal 
fo any emergency where there was any 
devilment to be practiced. She took the 
vinevard matter in hand and by means 
of lies which’? she made her § subjects 
swear on Naboth she had him arrested 
and tried, and finally put to death. so 
that Ahab could get possession of the 
land. Can one {magine a more diabolical 
deed. uniess {t be of one who willfully 
circulates a slander upon another which 
robs him of a priceless character and 
leaves him still alive? It were a thou- 
sand times better for one to be stoned 
to death than to have a good character 
murdered and leave the victim to dle by 
degrees. Such a slanderer or slanderess 
is meaner, if possible. than Jezebel. 


Sure Retribution. 


But thank God this is not the end. 
God was still on the watch tower. There 
is no hiding from God. Ahab went to 
take possession of the vineyard and the 
Lord called Elijah and said: ‘“‘Go again 
to Ahab. He is in the vineyard, which 
he got by lying and blood. Go tell him 
that there upon the spot where the dogs 
licked the blood of Naboth shall the dogs 
lick his blood also.”’ 

This was the beginning of 
Many things transpired in Israe] fol- 
lowing this prophecy. It n¥ay have look- 
ed like God had forgotten His decree, but 
not so; for while threugh repentance he 
averted the national calamity of his peo- 
ple during his Hfe, stil] when he died 
and was carried to Samaria for burial 
the dogs «ame and licked up the blood 
that was washed from his chariot. 


the end. 
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But this is not the worst. When Ahab 
was gone God began to deal most severe- 
ly with Jezebel, who was the moving 
spirit in all Ahab's deviltry. Elijah had 
gone to glory in a chariot of fire. Elisha 
had been cliosen, prophet. Many changes 
ign come in national affairs. Jehu had 
heen anointed king by Elisha, and given 
the charge, ‘“‘Thou shalt smite the house 
of Ahab that 1 may avenge the blood 
of my servants, the prophets, and the 
blood of all the servants of the Lord 
at the hand of Jezebel; for the whole 
house of Ahab shall perish, and dogs 
shall eat Jezebel and there shall be none 
of her to bury.” What an awful charge 
this was. But we must remember that 
God is dealing with an awful sinner. 
She had sown blood and destrnuetion and 
now she must reap it herself. It is God's 
unalterable law, ‘“‘Whatsoever a man 
soweth that shall he also reap.” 


The Failure of tthe Painted Face. 


This brings us to the last struggle in 
the course of retribution. Two opposing 
forces, with Jehu on the one hand and 
Jezebel] and her forces on the other. Bat- 
tle after battle was fought. Blood flowed 
and death reigned. On went Jehu, the 
furious driver, in his conquering chariot. 
Now and then the nation cries ‘‘peace,”’ 
but Jehu declared, ‘‘There is no peace 
so long as the whoredoms of thy mother, 
Jezebel, and her witehcrafts are #80 
many.” On went the army, slaying and 
routing the host of Baeal, unti] they came 
to where Jezebel was securely protected 
in the castle. When she learned that 
Jehu was there she painted her face and 
eyebrows and tired her hair (our lady 
friends will have to tell us ‘what kind of 
hair fixing that was. We understand 
psyche and witchie and frizzie, but we 
don’t know what “‘tired’’ means). She 
thought by this artificialism to mash old 
Jehu and save her life. But not so; he 
was a man sent of God. He was not to 
buy. And as she stood looking out of 
the window of her castle, plying her 
seducive art, Jehu came past. She saw 
him and hailed him. Jehu looked up and 
sald: ‘‘Who is oh my side?” Just then 
two men seized her and threw her out of 
the window and killed her. Then Jehu 
called his men together and sald: ‘You 
see now this cursed woman.’ But this 
is not al!: when they wént to take her 
body for burial they found nothing but 
a grim skeleton which had itself been 
torn to pieces by the scavenger dogs of 
the communijy. This‘was' a. rather excit- 
ing find, an@ so they went hurriedly to 
the king and reported. Then Jehu re- 


answered: ‘“T have not: troubled: 
(Israel, but thou and thy father's house 


lk. dogs .eat of the flesh of Jezepbei,’’ 
What a y! It is aff tos ecerinte te 
relate, bet it could not be averted. God 
had been blasphemed. Devils had laughed 
in the face of the Aimighty, and now 
He must vindicate Himself. 

« The Message to Us. 


What everlasting lessons we ought to 
learn from this history of blood and carn- 
age. First, a nation suffers the sin of 
its rulers. Solomon, said, “When the 
wicked rule the people mourn.” The 
history of Isreal undér Ahab and Jezebel 
proved this fact. With the introduction 
of idolatry ¢n the court of Isreal there 
began a downward grade of life. This 
has ever been true !n the histery of 
nations and communities. Legislation was 
never intened to regulate religion, but it 
is intended to regulate moral life. If 
a people would escape immorality and 
degredation they must give attention to 
the selection of their lawmakers and rul- 
ers, Many Christain pcople despise this 
teaching. They argue that their citizen- 
ship is in heaven and they have nothing 
to do with this world. To me such talk 
is worse than nonsense. We might as 
well expect to sleep with smallpox and 
not be affected by it as to grow a stain- 
less character in a community where bad 
men rule, and sin has its sway. I have in 
my mind now a beautiful little city. For 
years it was one of the most prosperous 
and beautiful Httle home cities to be 
found. It was for years commonly re- 
marked that it furnished more brainy 
young men than any other place of its 
size. In college her boys always stood 
at the top. In business and profossfonal 
life there could be none more upright 
and noble. The secret was, they had 
never allowed a saloon in their midst. 
Finally, a new crowd controlled. They 
flung the doors open to the grogshop; 
and now it is heartrendering to see how 
the city’s honor has gone down. It is no 
pnger the quiet city, noted for its men 
and women, but is a bedlam of whisky 
and blood. Such is the result of the 
“reign of the wicked.” 

But again there is the lesson of sin’s 
harvest. All through this history this 
one thought is uppermost in the mind of 
the careful student. Ahab and Jebebel, 
like thousands who live today thought 
they could sow revelry anda sin, and rean 
peace and blessing; that they could trample 
(God's law under their feet and have their 
own way, They sowed and they trampled, 
but God had his way. Oh, that we niight 
see it today! Some time ago I saw ‘a 
bright little girl dying from Bright's 
disease. It was hard for her to under- 
stand why it was so; but her doctor 
knew that it was because her father was 
a whisky drinker. What a pity! What a 
shame! She was not to blame, but there 
was a law to be met. 

I was preaching on this line one night 
and a man got up and went out saying 
to the usher, “That is all nonsense.”’ He 
did not say so next night, for he had 
lost his job from drink. “Be not de- 
ceived. God is not mocked; for whatso- 
ever a man soweth that shall he also 
reap.’’ Cannon Wilberforce, while crossing 
the Alps, saw an eagle swoop down and 
gather something in his talons and fly 
back to his accustomed height. For 
quite a distance he saw that his flight 
was perfectly regular, but soon he saw 
the bird warble, and then as if shot 
through the heart fell dead upon the 
ground. The bishop said he went to him 
and found that whic. he held in his 
talons to be a small mountain weasel 
which had sucked his heart’s blood and 
eaused death. Oh, friends, one and all, 
we need to be very careful. The weasels 
of death are very thick about us. Some 
of us may even now hold one or more in 
the talons of our affections. We think 
they will furnish us much _ sport. The 
wease) of lust, of avarice, drink, of pleas- 
ure—(iod knows what it is, and God 
knows the end.

What 
the sun is in the solar system, Christ 
is in Christianity. If a merely human 
Christ does not mean a merely human 
Christianity, it means nothing. 
‘It is also true that the greatest doc- 
trinal errors, errors most mischievous 
and disintergrating. have resulted from 
wrong thinking about Christ, or from not 
estimating sufficiently His’ centra] and 
controlling place in the Christian system. 
The emphasis of faith, of love, of inter- 
est and of teaching. and preaching shifted 
to any other doctrine or fact, though it 
be a true doctrine and a great fact has 
invariably resulted in confusion, heresy 
and injury to those involved and. to the 
church. For instance, Catholicism when- 
ever it has exalted the Virgin above 
Christ as an object of worship; the doc- 
trines of the Holy Spirit whenever the 
Holy Spirit is the overshadowing subject 
of thought and doctrine; the church it- 
self whenever it is the chief concern of 
the soul and wership.

Here 
are excerpts from two creeds. The Uni- 
tarian which says: ‘Christ is not truly a 
‘divine being, but an exalted and preemi- 
nent pattern of human perfection,’ and 
the creed of this church, which is the 
creed of Christendom, which says: ‘We 
belleve that Jesus Christ is the eternal 
Son of God.’ I hold them at arm’s length 
apart. They will not easily Ne in the 
same hand togethe Wihich shall we 
take—the answer of ter, which Christ 
sald came from the Father in heaven, or 
the answer of the Pharisees, which Christ 
confuted by words out of David's own 
lips? Every man who thinks must take 
one or the other. 

‘In. declaring for. Peter sgainst the 
Pharisees I will confine my argument to 
three sources of authority—(1) the witness 
of the Bible, (2) the witness of history, 
(3) the witness of the human heart. That 
such a being as Jesus lived and worked 
and was crucified in this world nearly 
two thousand years ago is among enlight- 
ened people not a matter of dispute. 
Why is the world agreed so unanimously 
on this fact? Is it because certain ex- 
tra Biblical historians, contemporaneous, 
or nearly so, with the fact, such as Pliny 
and Tacitus and Josephus have dignified 
it by a glight mention? No. The real 
ground of agreement as to that fact is 
the testimony of four men, Christ's disci- 
ples, Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. 
They were real men, the contemporaries 
of Paul, whose writings with theirs are 
accredited in the common sense of man- 
kind as genuine and trustworthy history. 
Now, if the Bible—for the Old Testament 
is also acknowledged history—if the Bi- 
ble is history as to the fact of Jesus, we 
insist that there can be no denial of its 
competency as a revelation of character 
and as a trustworthy witness of the na- 
ture and being of Christ. What does the 
Bible say and teach concerning the di- 
vinity of our Lord? 

‘“(a) There was the ancient promise of 
Messiah. It was so stated and repeated 
that the Jéws never thought of the possi- 
bility that Messiah was to be only ® 
man like themselves. As Christ himself 
quoted to the Pharisees: ‘The Lord said 
unto my Lord, sit thou,’ etc. 

“(b) The prophets bore witness that 
Messiah was to come from God and it 
is impossible that they thought of Christ 
Or in their visions conceived Him as 
merely a man. Isaiah plainly described 
Him as ‘the mighty God.’ 

‘‘(c) The witness of the New Testament 
is overwhelming. The miraculous birth, 
the repeated witness, ‘This is My beloved 
Son;’' the sinlessness of Jesus testified to 


Himself; His reiterated insistence on His 
identification with the Father, ‘If ye 
have seen Me ye have seen the Father,’ 
‘and the whole reeord of Christ's chara:- 
ter, work, death, resurrection and asc..- 


worthiness of the human faculties. 

‘Th. sudden impulse and power that 
began in history nineteen hundred years 
ago to uplift humanity, and which, work- 
ing till this hour, bore and bears the 
the mark of a divine energy.

The first lodge organized in America was

pointed Daniel Coxe, of New Jersey, as 
provincial grand master of Pennsylvania, 
New York and New Jersey. The Penn- 
sylvania Gazette, published by Dr. Ben- 
jamin Franklin, No. 108, December 1730, 
printed the following notice: ‘As there 
are now several lodges of Freemasons in 
the state, a recent meeting was held at 
Turn Tavern.’ A subsequent number of 
Dr. Franklin's paper, viz: No. 187, states 
thta St. John’s day was celebrated ang that 


June 19 to 26, 1782. ‘The first lodge or- 
ganized -in the south was at Charleston, 
S. C., and it was cajled Solomon's lodge 
No, 46, and the organization took place 
in 1736. 

“There are two pranches of Masonry 
in the world, one is called the Anctent 
and Accepted Order of Freemasons, while 
the other is called Scottish Rite Masonry. 
The latter is sometimes called Jewish Ma- 
sonry. The former is sometimes called 
Ancient York Masonry. The highest de- 
gree in Scottish Rite Masonry is the 
thirty-third. The highest degre@ in York 
Rite Masonry is the Knights Templar. 

"The Mystic Shrine is not a Masonic 
order, but a social order, which can be 
entered only by one who has taken all 
the degrees in either Scottish Rite Ma- 
sonry or York Rite Masonry.

‘Jesus, like a good teacher, adapted 
Himself not to the most precocious but 
to the slowest of His disciples. They who 
have partaken of the instruction of our 
Lord can understand things that others, 
who are not in affinity with Him, could 
not comprehend. The secrets of our Lord 
are with them who love Him. He showed 
some impatience when Philip asked a 
question that made clear that he had not 
followed him. The hour and place of the 
transfiguration found Peter. John .and 
James the only disciples who could ascend 
tne mountain with Jesus to meet the am- 
bassadors of the skies. They had been 
ready. regular and attentive scholars who 
were now enabled to see the mysteries 
of God. The meeting was an appointment 
between the Father and Son, ang the three 
disciples who could be admitted. It was 
typified by the coming of the high priest 
into the holy of holies. the purification 
and sanctification of the priest compare 
with the disciples who had been so chas- 
tened in spirit and in life by the Christ's 
daily presence. 

“Moses Was forty days ypon Sinai in 
fasting and prayer before God gave him 
the tablets of the law. They who saw him 
on his return fled before him because he 
bore such marks of God's glory; he finally 
veiled himself that he might approach 
the people. Paul, on his way to Damas- 
cus, met a spiritual sunburst that blinded 
and opened his eyes to spiritual things. 

“God's house is the best place for prayer, 
It is best to have a place of prayer even 
in your own home. Some churches have 
invitations engraved in stone to enter and 
pray within their sacred precincts. The 
mountain top, whether Tabor or Mount 
Hermon, was the Lord's house for the 
transfiguration. The physical height of 
the mountain, no matter what the dis- 
tance, cannot compare with the spiritual 
heights to which the Lord ascended and 
carried His disciples. 

“The solitude of the place, the surround- 
ings and the whole presence lifted the 
disciples to an eestacy of joy. They saw 
the resurrection body of the Christ and 
beheld the splendid glory that glistened in 
His garments, and the light that will fill 
ine ‘heavens when mo glory of the sun or 
moon will be needed. The apostles loved 
the light that came to them above the 
clouds, they declared to Jesus it was goo 
to be there, they wanted to build a taber- 
nacle and stay there indefinitely.

This led the 
preacher to show what heaven really is. 
He pointed out that there is no descrip- 
tion of heaven in the New Testament; 
that the popular descriptions of the. fu- 
state of the blessed was derived 
most part from the book of 
Revelation, which says nothing about 
heaven, but describes the regenerated 
society of earth, and in part from Mil- 
ton’s “Paradise Lost,’ which is a work 
of pure imagination. The fact is that a 
man can never enter. heaven until heaven 
enters him, nor get out of hell until he 
gets hell out of himself. In other words, 
the heavenly experience Q portrayed by 
the New Testament, which decMres that 
‘as js the heavenly, such are they also 
that are heavenly.” 

The speaker dwelt 
substitution of the -historical Jesus as 
the ideal of humanity instead of the 
theological Christ which is humanity's 
speculation concerning Jesus. He then 
showed how. this historical sesus intro- 
duced us to the largest vision of the 
Fatherhood of God, which could be only 
understeod in the terms of that exalted 
humanity which carried its own highest 
attributes upward in its vision of God. 
He answered the question as to what was 
left when the adoration of Jesus was 
taken up into the soul’s profound love 
of the Father, God, using as an illus- 
tration the incident of a sculptor’s work 
upon which«hft genius had been spent 
and his sen@ée of beauty displayed until 
it stood a perfect example of the high- 
est thought of the artist's soul. If this, 
by some sudden disaster, should be sud- 
denly destroyed, or should in course of 
time be given up and one were to ask 
the artist what.is left, he would reply: 
{My artistic genius is left. My sense 
of beauty is left; all the highest aspira- 
tions of my soul are left. And more 
than this, the quarry is left from which 
I carved this beautiful image.”” Jesus 
is the expression of the Father's love 
for man.
